aroused among the middle-of-the-road 
delegates. The threat of the fuaioniatB 
to explode a bomb in the convention 
waa like flaunting a red Hag, and whoa 
tho convention aaaerabled the delegates 
were ready for any eurpriae that might 
tie aprunir.

Tho anti-fusionists were not in tho 


least dismayed by the charges that had 
been made, and tho rupurt ol tho com* 
tnittee on rules and order of business 
•was adopted in its original form by a 
•vote of 0:t5 to 170, which wan the first 
accurate ahowiugof tho relative strength 
of the factions. 


The convention then effected a per- 


manent organization, Temporary Chair- 
man John tieitx of Til tin and Temporary 
Secretary A. S. Light waiter ol Now 
Philadelphia 
being made permanent 


oilieere. From tbat time on tho fueion- 
iate, though in the minority, wero very 
much in evidence, but their efforts re- 
sulted in nothing except to delay the 
proceedings of the convention.

Omaha and St. Louis conventions and 
took issue on several matters of local 
interest. 


Before tho morning session closed a 


resolution was introduced providing for 
tho appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate tho charges mado on the floor 
of the convention that delegates had 
been corrupted. The funionists, who 
made tho charges, opposed an investi- 
gation by a committee, claiming that it 
should be made in open convention.

This step 
waa made necessary, owing to the fact 
tbat men with money were on tbe 
ground offering as high as 30 cents per 
pound in some cases to get their goods 
across, while tho poor man was loft be- 
hind.

No attempt has been made by educa- 


tors to discredit the merits of any of 
theee productions, but they assert that 
it was but natural that Professor Brad- 
ley should be partial to those schoola 
that were well grounded in his own pro- 
ductions. 


The principals of the high schoola of 


course are not doin« any promiscuous 
talking. Behind tho scenes, however, 
there are those who criticise Professor 
Bradley'B ironclad ruling, and insinuate 
that his action tends to Imild up at the 
State University o sort of text book 
hierarchy. While Admitting that the 
nages at Berkeley may be just as com- 
petent as anybody else to provide n 
course of instruction for intending Btu- 
denta, they profess to BOG in thia pro- 
duction of literature from tbo profess- 
ors more than a mere desire to advance . 
the cause of knowledge. The charge 
has been made tha'. in no instance 
where Professor Bradley'B test book on 
English wna used in a high school waa 
that school discredited. The black list 
comprises 
the 
really metropolitan 


schools of tbe state, in which extended 
courses of Btudies aro provided for tbo 
pupils. Of the thirty-seven nchoola 
accepted almost tbe entire number be- 
long to small towaa, with tbe exception 
of Stockton, Fresno and Sacramento. 


The grievances of tbe high (school 


principals, whether juet or not, will 
probably have no effect in altering the 
dictnm of the university faculty. The 
pupils will have to Btand a competitive 
examination, according to Professor 
Bradley and President KelloKg,and that 
would eeem to end tbe matter. There 
ia a provision in tbe law which forbids 
alt teachers in public schools from hav- 
inc any interest in a textbook. The pro- 
fessors of the State University are ex- 
empted from thia restriction, and the 
teachers Bay they are making large 
proflta out of their worka. Tbe law also 
provides that a textbook on any subject 
in the primary and grammar schools 
shall not be chanced (or four years. In 
tho case of high schools, however, hooka 
may be changed at the option of the 
school board or the superintendent of 
Bcliools, and in both of theBO "excep- 
tions" to the general rule the hi«th 
echool principals see the hand of the 
Berkeley professors working for their 
own interests.
